— the results of the vote are a given. 

Keane will be the newest member of 
the board, replacing the retiring Herb 
Griffin. A consultant in information sys- 
tems technology, Keane came to East 
Jordan in 1992 to provide his expertise in 
a systems upgrade at East Jordan Iron 
Works. 

Keane has been involved with the dis- 
trict through membership on the technol- 
ogy committee and as a member of the 
Facility Review committee (FRC) instru- 
mental in recommending a new middle 
school. 

He made the decision to get involved

as both school teachers and administra- 
tors — and his own two pre-schoolers.

A Michigan Supreme Court decision to 
require the state to pre-fund retirement 
benefits will have a profoundly negative 
effect on all schools, according to East 
Jordan district superintendent Chip 
Hansen. 

“State schools are reeling from this 
multi-million dollar issue,” Hansen re- 
ported to the school board at the May 25 
meeting. “It could cost East Jordan as 
much as $300,000 next year.” 

The pre-funding requirement is an ef- 
fort to keep the retirement fund solvent. 
Schoo] districts would be expected to pay 
now for future staff retirement benefits. 

Hansen said the district finance com- 
mittee is developing the budget with a 
close eye on the issue. The pending 1995- 
96 budget may have to be re-written to 
=e as much as $172,000 to balance, if 


Along with the election of two 


district voters will consider a non- 
homestead millage renewal, Mon., 
June 12. 

Because the Headlee Amendment 
rolls back the 24-mill non-homestead 
tax intended by Proposal A to 6 mills, 
most schools have been forced to ask 
voters to. approve the remaining 18 
mills to achieve the total Dee for 
school operations. 

Many school districts in the region 
presented this renewal a year ago, 
after the March, 1994 passage of Pro- 
posal A, but East Jordan had a 25. 6- 
mill levy already in place from 1991.

“T want to be involved even before they 
enter school to help provide really good 
schools for them,” said Keane. 

Keane feels his strong business back- 
ground, as well as his technology exper- 
tise, will be an asset to the school board. 

“It’s important for schools to be able to 


the worst case occurs and the district has 
to come up with the money. 

Other budget considerations include 
the addition of a fifth first-grade class- 
room, the purchase of an elementary lan- 
guage arts curriculum, and a $135,000 
commitment to continued upgrading of 
the technology infrastructure. 

Some internal shifting of teachers will 
provide staff for the new first-grade sec- 
tion. Margaret Lasater, presently assigned 
to fifth grade will teach the new section.

Some other internal staff changes may 
help save the district money. Hansen ex- 
plained that replacing retired curriculum 
director Anne Dingman with a certified 
staff member would cost more than other 
options presently in consideration.

Help prevent dog bites 


This June 12-17, the Charlevoix County 
Humane Society, in conjunction with the 
Humane Society of the United States and 
the United States Postal Service, is intro- 
ducing the first annual National Dog Bite 
Prevention Week. The goal of the week isto 
reduce dog bites in this country by promot- 
ing responsible pet ownership. 

The HSUS estimates that over 2-3 mil- 
lion dog bites are reported annually. Mil- 
lions more go unreported. Sixty percent of 
all dog bite victims are children, and the 
elderly — delivery persons, and letter carri- 
ers are also affected. Last year, over 2,700 
letter carriers were bitten while on the job — 
an average of 10 attacks daily. 

Fortunately, dog bites are a problem we 
can all help solve. Studies have shown that 
most dog bites are a result of irresponsible 
dog ownership. Unsterilized dogs are up to 
three times as likely to bite than dogs who 
are spayed and neutered. In addition, dogs 
who lack proper training and socialization, 
or who spend long hours chained out in the 
backyard, are much more likely to develop 
inappropriate behavior problems such as 
aggression. 

These factors remain consistent in dogs 
who bite, while other characteristics, such 
as breed, change from year to year depend- 
ing on the popularity of a certain type of 
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dog. 

As dog owners, we can prevent dog bites 
by spaying or neutering our pets, prohibit- 
ing our dogs from roaming, training and 
socializing our dogs, and making them true 
members of our families. As parents, we 
can teach our children safety around dogs. 

Please join us in reducing dog bites in our 
community.

fought for permanent tax cuts for small businesses and 
families. 

Additionally, she has helped reform Michigan’s unem- 
ployment insurance system that will help create jobs and 
reduce the cost of doing business.

East Jordan re-investment program 


The East Jordan Chamber of Commerce, along with 
FMB Northwestern and CB North banks, recently an- 
nounced the continuation of the very successful re-invest- 
ment program for a fourth year. 

The cooperative investment program is a special fund of 
low-interest loans intended to encourage economic viabil- 
ity in East Jordan. Qualified borrowers can obtain up to 
$25,000 at a floating interest rate of two percent-below 
prime, with a payback of up to 15 years. 

The program offers loans from a $200,000 fund for 
renovations, additions or improvements of existing com- 
mercial buildings within East Jordan’ s Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority district. Loans may be obtained through 
either partner bank, according to the borrower’s preference. 

Application is made through the Chamber of Commerce.

Since the purpose of the loan program is to improve and 
enhance the existing characteristics of buildings, only 
improvements which preserve these special features will 
be eligible. A Design Review committee meets with the 
applicant to advise and assist with a description of the 
proposed improvements. 

When final design approval is received, the applicant 
obtains project costs and completion dates from a licensed 
contractor to complete the application. 

The program was established as a catalyst to improve the 
appearance of buildings in the business district. The cham- 
ber believes such improvements are critical to attracting 
more investment to East Jordan. The re-investment pro- 
gram is only guaranteed for 1995S. It will be re-evaluated by 
the participating institutions at the end of the calendar year.
